— TnE T eleg r a p h gav e soon after the 
Nettleton trial an accou nt of a similar 
mu rder which took place in Rockford in 
1857, and taking u p the su ggestions made 
by u s the Rockford Reg ister copies from 
its files the following accou nl of that fam­ 
ou s trial. Here is an accou nt which shows, 
as T h e T eleg r a p h stated, that the case 
was v ery similar to the Nettleton trial: 
“Mu ch excitement has existed in ou r 
city and in other portions of the cou ntry, 
the present week, by the annou ncement 
of the melancholy resu lt attending the 
chariv ari at Ex-Gov ernor Bebb’s in the 
town of Seward, in this cou nty, on Tu es­ 
day ev ening last. 
Variou s stories hav e 
been afloat in regard to the affair, and to 
ascertain the facts we started yesterday 
for Gov . Bebb’s neighborhood, hu t were 
sav ed the trou ble by seeing one of ou r 
citizens direct from there, who bad con­ 
v ersed with the Gov ernor in relation to it. 
The gov ernor’s v ersion, in which he seems 
to be boine ou t by corroborativ e, is near­ 
ly as follows. 
One of his sons, [M. S. Bebb,] had ju st 
retu rned from thecast with his wife where 
lie had been to get married, and twelv e 
you ng men of the neighborhood assem­ 
bled on the ev ening named to hold what 
is called a chariv ari. 
They proceeded to 
the gov ernor’s hou se abou t elev en o’clock, 
after the family bad all retired, prepared 
with cow bells, tin pans, three gu ns and 
other articles u sed on su ch occasions, and 
commenced their concert. 
The gov ernor 
states they fired the gu n3 towards the 
hou se and that v ariou s wads hav e since 
been picked u p u nder the windows. 
Af­ 
ter some time the gov ernor went ou t with 
a dou ble-barrelled shot gu n and ordered 
them offhis premises, insisting u pon their 
leav ing, to which they paid 110 attention. 
He then, as he says, tired with the inten­ 
tion of intimidating them and aimed to 
strike among their legs. 
It seems, how­ 
ev er, they stood on lower grou nd and the 
shot took eflfect u pon one or two of the 
parties abou t the head and face. 
One 
you ng man named William Hogan was 
considerably cu t u p iu the face and eyes 
considerably dnmaged. 
They then went 
nearer the hou se as if for assau lt when 
the gov ernor discharged the second bar­ 
rel at the leader, striking him directly in 
in the face and neck, killing him instant­ 
ly. 
The remainder of then speedily dis 
baaded. 
Tliis is the gov ernor’s v ersion 
and as the matter will dou btless u ndergo 
ju dicial inv estigation, we hav e no desire 
to comment u pon the case at present. Its 
sad end, howev er, has a moral that shou lt 
serv e as a cau tion to you ng men who in 
considerately engage in su ch demonstra 


ted Kentu cky statesman. 
He was elected 
gov ernor of Ohio, in 1846 , serv ing till 
1848. 
The last years of Gov . Bebb’s life 
were spent in Rockford, and only abou t 
ten years ago he died at bis residence on 
North Maiu Street.’' 


—A few weeks prior to the death of 
General Grant a mov ement was started 
in Chicago looking to the formation of a 
local association of ex confederate sol­ 
diers for social pu rposes. 
Sev eral similar 
associations exist in other parts of the 
cou ntry, and sev eral promoters of the 
Chicago mov ement hav e entertained a 
hope that at 110 distant date a national 
organization, similar to that of the Union 
soldiers, might be formed. 
The idea of a 
Chicago association was receiv ed with 
fav or, the v ote of membership at the first 
meeting nu mbered ov er a hu ndred. The 
Grand Army men extended the hand of 
fellowship by offering the u se of the 
Grand Army Hall for the meeting of the 
body, and the ex-con federates were as­ 
signed a position of prominence in the 
Grant memorial parade. 
Since that time 
its members hav e largely increased, and 
it now inclu des a nu mber of prominent 
professional and bu siness men. some of 
the best residents of Chicago in their so­ 
cial and personal standing being con­ 
spicu ou s at ev ery meeting. 
Recently, 
howev er, the association stru ck a su ng 
by issu ing a circu lar to the. Grand Army 
boys, proposing that a grand re u nion of 
the “ blu e and the gray ’ be held in Chi­ 
cago in the coming year and req u esting 
the v ariou s posts to send delegates to the 
conference to consider the matter. 
This 
proposition has been receiv ed with gen­ 
eral disfav or by Grand Army men and at a 
meeting held a cou ple of nights ago Post 
No. 5, one of the largest in the city, de 
cided to refu se u nanimou sly to appoint a 
committee of conference. 
A nu mber of 
other posts, inclu ding twenty-eight, hav e 
declined to consider the su bject anti as 
they will hav e no fu rther meetings u ntil 
after the date appointed for the confer­ 
ence the ou tlook for the re u nion is any­ 
thing bu t encou raging.

walked and drovo about Orange us usual, but 
about 11 o’clock on W ednesday evening, nu 
hour after he had retired to his bod-room, 
he was sensed with another and very severe 
attack of pain in the region of the heart. 
Mrs, McClellan soufc for Dr. » Seward, and 
under his treatm ent tho pain became loss se­ 
vere.

About I) o’clock there wa» a chungo.

eyes of the fiationt began to grow brighter 
and his face, tuat had boon wuit© with pain, 
bogan to recover it» u-ual ruddy bue. 
He 
gave a long, deep Hgh of roliof, smiled 
faintly, and said: “1 foel easy now. 
Thank 
God 1 have pulled through.” Thou ho sank 
back upon the pillow us if exhuustod, and 
closed his eyo>. 
Tho doctor, 
who 
was 
watching his faco with extrem e solicitude, 
saw the unerring signs of approaching col­ 
lapse, and whispered to Mrs. McClellan: 
“1 fear he is dying.” 
It was but too true. 
Gen. McClellan raised him o lf up on ono 
hand, half opened his oyes, and foil

dead. 
Mrs. McClellan, Mis - May McClellan, and 
Dr. Seward wero in the room. 
Tho only 
othor member of 
tho general’s fam ily, 
George Brin ton McClellan, Jr., is a senior 
m Princeton college, and could not bo 
reached in time. 
H i did not arrive home 
until noon. 
Gen. McClellan’s m other is still 
alive, in her 8 5th year. 
Who is au invalid, 
and in the beginning of tho sum m er sho 
was not expect© t to live until 
autumn.
